Of 13 prospective jurors questioned this morning 
by attorneys in the “Tropic of Cancer” obscenity trial, 
none had read the book. 


One of the veniremen—Mrs. Edna MacDonald of 
111 Walnut Avenue, Mill Valley—said she had read 
“Lady Chatterly’s Lover ’ and “Lolita." 


One—Robert F. Kendall of 33 Sequoia Drive, San 
Anselmo—said he was too prejudiced to give the de­ 
fendant, Frank B. Pershina, a fair trial. 


Municipal Court Judge Leonard A. Thomas, hear­ 
ing the trial in which Pershina, owner of the Golden 
Hind Book Store in San Anselmo, is charged with know­ 
ingly selling obscene matter, told the press before the 
trial that it would be handled as any other routine case. 


“This will not be a hippodrome,” Thomas said, for­ 
bidding newspaper or television cameras in court dur­ 
ing session. 
He also told the jurors the outcome of the trial 
would be decided 
strictly by 
the letter of the law . 
“If I tell you the moon is 
made of green cheese—accord­ 
ing to law—then that is my 
error, not yours. Are you will­ 
ing to follow the law to this ex­ 
tent?” asked the judge. 
Dist. Atty. Roger P. Garety 
objected several times to ques­ 
tions by defense attorneys as 
to whether the juror “had any 
ideas about books containing 
four-letter words.” The ques­ 
tion was “ambiguous,” 
since 
the trial deals with only one 
book, Garety said. 
Thomas instructed . defense 
attorneys Charles W. Pierce 
and Lawrence Goldberg not to 
wander too far afield. 
“I want you to have a free 
hand,” Thomas said, but indi­ 
cated he would call a halt to 
questions too far from the le­ 
gal definition of the word ob­ 
scenity. 
Questioned during the morn­ 
ing were 13 of the list of 100 
jurors on call for the trial.

Oil distributor of House 72, 
San Quentin, whose father is

j trouble could push it into 1962. 
Glenn moved yesterday into 
special quarters on the Cape I 
so he could be near all key j 
centers of Project Mercury op-; 
erations. 
Not far away are the launch­ 
ing pad where the huge Atlas 
booster rocket was erected Sat­ 
urday; 
the 
hangar 
where 
Glenn’s space-craft is undergo­ 
ing 
thorough 
checkout, 
the 
Mercury control center, nerve 
center of the operation, and a 
ground-based capsule where he 
can 
run 
through 
simulated 
flights of his projected three 
times around the world mis­ 
sion. 
The “ready room” is the 
same lodging occupied by as­ 
tronauts Alan B. Shepard Jr. 
and Virgil I. Grissom for a few 
days before their 15-minute 
suborbital flights earlier this 
year. 
With a more demanding as­ 
signment before him, Glenn. 
40, a Marine Corps lieutenant 
colonel, entered the quarters 
early to prepare for the flight. 
He will undergo periodic physi­ 
cal and psychological examina­ 
tions, bone up on space road­ 
maps so stars and ground feat­ 
ures will be readily recognized 
when he looks out of his space­ 
ship as it zips around the world 
at 17,500 miles an hour, and he 
will hold numerous consulta­ 
tions on progress of the missile 
and capsule. 
Glenn will live in the quar­ 
ters most of the 
time 
until 
launching. But he will be able 
to leave the Cape when his 
training does not restrict him. 
His wife, Anna, their two chil­ 


dren will remain at their home 
in Arlington. Va.

UDALL IS TOLD TO 
GET OFF THE GRASS 


Kansans Don't W ant National Park 


Made Out Of Bluestem Country 


WESTMORELAND, Kan. IUPI) 
—Plans by the federal govern­ 
ment to preserve part of “the 
vanishing prairie” as a national 
park were set back today by a 
loud and insistent volley of pro­ 
test from ranchers in the cattle- 
rich Bluestem country of north­ 
east Kansas. 
Interior Secretary Stewart 
Udall got the message yester­ 
day when he toured a 60,000- 
acre 
tract 
in 
Pottawatomie 
County—the proposed site for 
the Prairie National Park. 
When his helicopter landed 
at one point on the rolling hills, 
a rancher threw up a verbal 
“no 
trespassing” 
sign, 
and 
Udall heard it and obeyed it. 
The 
cattleman, 
50-year-old 
Carl Bellinger, told the cabinet 
member: “You’re trespassing, 
get off.” 


“He was right,” Udall said, 
“and I left.” 
But the Arizonan's feelings 
were obviously hurt. 


“It’s too bad that when a 
member of the president's cab­ 
inet wants to take a walk on a 
hill he is told to get off,” Udall 
complained. “But the national 
park will remedy that. It will 
make this beautiful country 
available to all of the people.” 
C. J. Carlson, a member of 
the county zoning board, took 
issue with that statement at a 
public hearing Udall attended 
yesterday after he was evicted. 
“The idea that the prairie is 
vanishing is a plain, 
unvarn­ 
ished myth,” Carlson said. “I 
challenge you to prove that we 
are 
not 
taking care of our 
grass.”

SACRAMENTO IB — T h e 
state yesterday reorganized its 
civil defense heirarchy to, in 
one official’s words, “provide a 
more flexible organization to 
meet any attack.”

emergency action. 
The California Disaster Of­ 
fice, formerly in charge of 
over-all civil defense work, will 
serv;e as the planning and co­ 
ordinating agency under Crit­ 
tenden and the governor. 


NEW YORK W—Forty-four 
electric utility companies — 
taking their cue from the fed­ 
eral government’s antitrust ac­ 
tion last February—have filed 
dozen damage suits against 
21 electrical manufacturers. 
The utilities charge price-rig­ 
ging among the manufacturers 
and seek triple damages. The 
exact amount sought, the suits 
say, will he specified after fur­ 
ther investigation. Estimates of 
the claims have ranged from 
100 million dollars to billions. 
Chief defendants in the suits 
filed yesterday are the General 
Electric Co. and the Westing 
house Electric Corp., each nam

There’ll be no service sta­ 
tion where the narrow block 
between Fourth Street and 
Greenfield Avenue stub-ends 
at West End Avenue. 
The San Rafael City Council 
so ruled last night, in voting 
unanimously, on 
motion 
of 
Councilmen Fred E. Jensen, to 
uphold the planning commis­ 
sion’s denial of rezoning of a 
9,800-square foot parcel in that 
location. 
Rudolph Lang, who owns the 
land, and Gasoline M arketeer 
Inc., who want to build a Wil- 
shire station there, appealed 
th e 
planning 
commission’s 
turndown of rezoning from sin­ 
gle residential to general com­ 
mercial. 
Attorney 
Bryan McCarthy 
appeared to represent Gasoline 
Marketeers, and attorney John 
G. Ruresh, to represent Lang. 
They contended 
a 
service 
station would be an ideal use 
for the land, that no one woulcf 
build a home in that location, 
that “the smelly gas station of 
old is a thing of the past” and 
the one proposed would be a 
thing of beauty and offend 
neither the eyes, the ears, nor 
the nose. 
McCarthy 
showed 
photos of gas stations in other 
residential areas to support his 
argument. 
But 10 residents of Green­ 
field Avenue took the 
dia­ 
metrically opposite view, and 
contended that the 
locations 
shown in McCarthy’s pictures 


were not comparable—and be­ 
sides, the neighbors of those 
stations were not present and 
perhaps don’t like them at all. 
Chairman Norris Rawles of 
the city traffic committee re­ 
ported the committee recom­ 
mended unanimously against 
the rezoning on the basis that 
cars leaving the service sta­ 
tion would foul traffic in an 
already-difficult intersection.

McGuffey Reader Teaches 
Us About The Fourth 'R' 


REDCOAT IS C O M IN G !— REDCOAT IS C O M IN G ! 


NOTE: Today’s editorial is reprint­ 
ed from the December issue of “Na­ 
tion's Business magazine.) 


William Holmes McGuffey is again 
educating the American people. 
Today he has added a fourth “R” to 
the Readin', Ritin’ and 'Rithmetic which 
were the standard curriculum in his 
days of active teaching. Our need for 
the new course is urgent . . . 
The f i r s t two McGuffey Eclectic 
Readers appeared in 1836. Four others 
followed. 
For 60 years or so the books had al­ 
most universal acceptance. Some 122 
million were sold . . . 
Recently the Lakewood school board 
in Twin Lakes, Wise!, proposed to re­ 
place more recent textbooks with the 
McGuffey Readers. 
The Lakewood school superintendent 
and a phalanx of parents objected. The 
superintendent called the books obso­ 
lete; the parents called them too diffi­ 
cult. 
They appealed to the state superin­ 
tendent of schools who agreed with 
them. He ruled that the McGuffey Read­ 
ers cannot be used as regular textbooks. 
If the board had ignored his decision, he 
could have withheld state funds from 
the Lakewood school. 


At this point, Professor McGuffey's 
new course begins. The first lesson is 
that whatever government agency gives 
communities money to maintain stand­ 
ards, must first set the standards and 


then use its most effective means to en­ 
force them. The most effective means 
is the denial of money. 
Those who maintain that f e d e r a l 
money for schools would not mean fed­ 
eral intervention in local affairs are, in 
effect, suggesting that the federal gov­ 
ernment would willingly neglect its 
duty. 
Professor McGuffey's second lesson 
has to do with the right of appeal. To­ 
day opponents of the Lakewood board 
have only to go to Madison, the state 
capital, to be heard. If their s c h o o l 
money came from Washington, appeal 
would be more costly, more cumber­ 
some and get far less immediate action. 
If Washington refused to intervene, 
as supporters of federal school money 
insist it would, they could not be heard 
at all. 
If, as is likely, the federal money 
were distributed through Madison, an­ 
other layer of authority would be added. 
The Lakewood board would appeal the 
Madison decision to the U. S. Depart­ 
ment of Health, Education and Welfare. 
Botn sides would urge their congress­ 
men to intercede. Time and m o n e y 
would be wasted and the education of 
Lakewood children would wait. 
Professor McGuffey would find all 
this incredible. He understood the need 
to teach children to read, but when he 
died in 1873 schools and citizens needed 
no textbooks in the course he is teach­ 
ing today. 
Professor McGuffey’s fourth “R” is 
Responsibility.

WASHINGTON — There is 
no point in the arc between 
the poles of opinion on neu­ 
trality, 
moral or immoral, 
which can be defined as ex­ 
actly the right one. 
There is no such thing as 
a general attitude towards 
neutrals which will be exact­ 
ly right for all our dealings 
with the infinitely diverse 
and conglomerate mass of the 
peoples of the world whose 
governments are not allied 
with either of the great coali­ 
tions of the cold war. 
For many of us, it is always 
uncomfortable to find that 
there is no black and that 
there is no white, but only a 
large variety of grays. Yet 
that is what we must put up 
with in the real world. 


THERE IS AN enormous 
mass of mankind living in 
many different states, almost 
all of their governments re­ 
cently created, who feel that 
they are outside the great 
conflicts which have preoccu­ 
pied us for a generation. For 
them, the burning issue in 
the world is the elimination 
of the last vestiges of colon­ 
ialism, not the conflict be­ 
tween W estern and Commu­ 
nist society. 
Our 
efforts 
to 
convince 
them that colonialism has all 
but disappeared seem to them 
to miss the central point. Our 
appeals that they concern 
themselves with the subjuga­ 
tion of the peoples of Eastern 
Europe seem irrelevant to 
their own vital interests. 


BEING OUTSIDE the great 
conflict of our time, trying to 
remain outside, certainly does 
not make the unaligned coun­ 
tries the conscience of the 
world. When it comes to the 
vital question, which is how 
to maintain the balance of 
power which preserves the 
peace of the world, the final 
decision cannot be left to 
those who do not have the 
ultimate 
responsibility 
for 
peace. 
But in all that we do which 
affects their development, it 
is a different matter. There, 
we must have great and con­ 
tinual respect for their opin­ 
ions, and the decisions must 
be joint and voluntary. 
And so, while it would be 
foolish to treat the underde­ 
veloped countries as our mor­ 


al superiors, inviting them to 
lay down the law to us, it 
would be no less foolish, and 
inherently wrong, to talk as if 
we could and should lay down 
the law to them. W’hat is 
more, we cannot lay down the 
law to them. 


IN THE COURSE of time 
there will emerge, from the 
diverse 
conglomeration 
of 
the underdeveloped and un­ 
aligned countries, new pow­ 
ers in human affairs. We can­ 
not buy their friendships. W’e 
cannot earn their friendships 
by abasing ourselves as if 
there were some reason to be 
ashamed of the awful burden 
of responsibility which we 
carry. 
If there is any good rule of 
behavior, it is, so I think I 
have learned from my exper­ 
ience. that we must not hide 
our faults. Yet we must not 
apologize for them abjectly 
as if we alone had faults. 
Then with self-respect in our­ 
selves we can pay continual 
respect to others.

Maybe some folks 
expected to get a license from 
Santa Claus, and when it didn’t 
happen they just plain forgot 
to get one. Or, maybe because 
they have been asked to show 
their license only once in 10 or 
more years of fishing. They’ll 
take a chance on this one trip 
and get a license later. That’s 
bad figuring. This will be the 
second time a warden has ask­ 
ed for the license in that 10 
years, and the poor hombre is 
caught without one. 
Oddly, it has been said that 
the second highest numbei of 
arrests for “no license” hap­ 
pens in November and Decem­ 
ber. Probably because a guy 
who hasn’t done any fishing 
during the year hates to pony 
up a license fee for only eight 
per cent of the year’s allow­ 
ance. Like the party who went 
out on a party boat a week or 
so ago and half of the party 
had no license. 


ANOTHER 
REGULATION 
that has many anglers a bit 
confused is the necessity for 
adding stamps to the basic li­ 
cense. The fact that a steel- 
head, for example, is actually 
a trout has caused a few to pur­ 
chase not only the basic license 
at a fee of $3, but a stamp for 
the taking of all fish EXCEPT 
trout (fee $1) and a second 
stamp (for an additional one 
buck) for trout. Perhaps that 
angler will fish the coastal j 
streams for steelhead, but has 
no intention of fishing for oth­ 
er trout. That guy has bought 
one stamp too many. 


TO KEEP the record straight, 
suppose you bear in mind that 
the basic license, which all 
fishermen 
must 
have, 
arid 
which allows you to fish in all 
ocean waters (that includes the 
local bays) and to take frogs in 
any area, costs $3. One stamp 
allows you to take all fish ex­ 
cept trout and an additional $1 
completely covers the field. 
Some relative or friend from 
back east or the northwest, or 
deep south comes to pa>%vou a 
visit. You can get him a three- 
day OCEAN fishing license for 
$1, a 10-day ocean fishing li­ 
cense for $3 or a year-long 
ocean fishing license for $10. 
For fishing in other than ocean 
waters, 
appropriate 
stamps 
must be added to the above. 
Incidentally, a resident of Cali­ 
fornia may get a special thijee- 


day ocean fishing license for 
the same fee as the non-resi­ 
dent, $1. 
NOW IT can be told. The re­ 
sult of our pheasant season 
just past, was NOT a winner. 
There was a 9 per cent drop 
in the number of hunters in 
the field and a 14 per cent drop 
in the number of birds taken 
this year as’ against 1960 sea­ 
son. 


THE SECOND half of our 
split waterfowl season opens 
on Saturday. According to the 
scuttebutt, prospects look a lot 
rosier than during the first 
half. Let’s hope so. 


SCATTERED REPORTS seem 
to indicate a fair to good week­ 
end of striper striving hither 
and yon.

PIONEER BREAD 
2 cups scalded milk 
3 tablespoons shortening or 
butter 


l/2 cup sugar (scant) 
2 tablespoons salt 
1 egg 
XVz yeast cakes 
2 quarts all purpose flour 


Dissolve V /z yeast cakes in 
Vi cup of lukewarm water writh 
1 
teaspoon 
sugar, let stand 
about 10 minutes. 
Sift flour, salt, and sugar in­ 
to a large mixing bowl. Make 
a well in the flour, add milk 
and shortening that has cooled 
to lukewarm, add beaten egg, 
and dissolved yeast cakes. Stir 
and mix w ith spoon until dough 
is stiff enough to handle. 
If 
dough seems 
too 
stiff, add 
warm water until dough is easy 
to handle. Cover, keep warm. 
Let dough rise until double in 
size then place on lightly flour­ 
ed board and knead gently 2 
minute, cut into three parts, 
shape into loaves, let rise until 
double in size. Bake in 350° 
oven for 1 hour.

1 cup chopped blanched
